By RICHARD HUGHES 
UPI Business W riter 
M ortgage rates for home 
loans are com ing down, but 
there are few 
buyers, 
a 
m ortgage loan expert says. 
T here’s too m uch skepticism 
around. 
“ P eople 
ju st 
a re n 't 
buying,” said Jim Thom p­ 
son, an official of the U.S. 
Savings and Home League in 
Chicago, a trade association 
representing 4,600 savings 
banks.

He said funds are pouring 
into savings accounts at sav­ 
ings and loan institutions, 
m ajor m ortgage lenders, but 
“ we have no dem and for 
m ortgages to take up the 
flow.”

In Allen 
Filing Deadline Near 


Deadline for filing for local 
elections in Allen is Wed­ 
nesday, March 5, but a flurry 
of candidates for the city 
council election has assured 
Allen citizens of a choice 
Interest in the April 5 
election picked up sub­ 
stantially the past five days 
with four additional can­ 
didates filing for the council. 
But so far there’s only one 
taker in the school board 


race. 
Two of the th ree in­ 
cumbents on 
the council 
whose seats expire in April 
filed Thursday night. Bob 
bowman and Johnny Pan­ 
ned 
filed to place their 
names on the ballot. 
ILC. 
Brooks 
J r. 
and 
Mickey Pierson also applied 
to run for the council. They 
join Mrs. Connie Mervine 
and Bob Smith, 
both of 


whom previously filed. 
There will be three elected 
to the council in the election. 
Johnnie Blankenship is the 
other council member whose 
term expires in April. 
In the Allen school board 
race, only board president 
Ward Paxton has signed for 
a place on the ballot. Pax­ 
ton’s term expires on April 5, 
as does the term of Dr. E T. 
Boon. 


Absentee voting in Allen 
begins March 17 and runs 
through April 3. 
Those wanting to file for a 
school board vacancy may 
do so at the office of Supt. 
D L. Rountree at Allen High 
School. Council candidates 
should 
file 
with 
city 
secretary Larry Moore at 
the Allen city hall. 
As in all Allen elections, 
the top vote getters will be 
declared winners and there 
will only be a runoff if there 
is a tie for third place in the 
council race or second place 
in the school board race.

The UT-Dallas task bet­ 
ween now and then involves 
the assembly of a faculty of 
200 or more (which means a 
four-fold increase in num­ 
bers) in at least the four 
broad and basic disciplines 
of 
‘‘h a rd ” 
sciences 
(p h y sic a l, 
g e o lo g ical, 
b i o l o g i c a l 
a n d 
m athem atical), 
commun­ 
i c a t i o n 
d i s o r d e r s , 
m anagem ent 
and 
a d ­ 
m inistration, social and 
behavioral sciences, and the 
arts and humanities. 
The graduate programs 
are and will be structured to 
cross into almost all those 
disciplines. 
A 
doctoral 
candidate in food sciences or 
nutrition, for example, also 
will have the opportunity to 
study with teachers of the 
sciences, 
m athem atics, 
econom ics, sociology and 
geography. 
Several Small Colleges 
Undergraduate 
students, 
at the junior and senior 
levels only, will enroll in one 
of several small colleges 
keyed to the same broad 
disciplines. 
An 
un­ 
dergraduate 
requirement 
will be a four-sem ester 
seminar drawing from all 
available fields, and relating 
one to another. The intent is 
to expose students to the 
whole world of work and 
ideas. 
“ College” does not mean a 
grouping of departments at 
UT-Dallas. There will be no 


in 
the 
departm ents 
traditional sense. 
College m eans first a 
grouping of 350 to 400 
students, and also a physical 
center of classrooms, of­ 
fices, 
study 
areas 
and 
recreation 
center. 
The 
design is based on needs of 
students at 
a 
commuter 
university which does not 
intend 
to 
operate 
doi- 
m itories 
or 
apartm ent 
housing. 
“ Each college at UT- 
Dallas will have a M aster,” 
P resident B ryce Jordan 
says, “ He may be a doctoral 
degree holder educated in 
traditional fashion, but with 
a strong orientation toward 
people." 
Dr. Jordan adds: 
“ He 
may 
also 
be 
a 
te a c h e r -a d m in is tr a to r - 
counselor with an unusual 
capability that qualifies him 
for the M aster’s role without 
regard to his degree level. 
“It will be up to the Master 
to see that the educational 
aims of his college and its 
students are m et.” 
From IO to 15 
Faculty M embers 
Each upper-level college 
(eight are planned at UT- 
Dallas) will have a per­ 
manent faculty of IO to 15, 
who will 
teach 
in 
the 
required 
sem inar 
and 
counsel students. 
Other teachers will be 
called from the general 
faculty 
in 
the 
basic 
disciplines. 
The 
sam e 
general faculty grouping 
also will provide teachers for 
graduate supervision 
and 
teaching, 
and 
principal 
investigators in sponsored 
research. 
UT-Dallas at present is an 
all-graduate university and 
likely has added programs in 
chemistry, 
environmental 
sciences, management and 
adm inistrative 
sciences, 
mathematical sciences and 
communication 
disorders. 
The older programs are in 
physics, geological sciences, 
and biology. 
The UT-Dallas Center for 
Advanced Studies, which 
generates about $3 million-a- 
year support in sponsored 
research, operates in con­ 
junction with the graduate 


programs. Major research 
a re a s 
in 
physics, 
for 
exam ple have produced 
atmospheric sampling

Hobby says although total 
dollar spending has jumped 
155 per cent since 1968, the 
increase in deflated dollars 
would be only about 27.4 per 
cent —or an average annual 
rate of growth of 2.7 per cent. 
The L egislative Budget 
Board’s budget for fiscal 
1976-77 proposed a 
$2.8 
billion increase in state 
spending, and Hobby said 
lawmakers would be wise to 
hold new spending within 
those limits. 
“ In the past the LBB 
recommendation has been 
viewed as a bare-bones bud­ 
get,’’he said. “This is not 
true of this budget. This time 
the LBB attempted to ad­ 
dress the critical demands 
for state funds in a realistic 
m anner.” 
One key ingredient of the 
LBB 
proposal 
is a 
$500 
m illion “ working capital 
fund” — money set aside to 
assure the state’s cash outgo 
does not at any time exceed 
its income. 
Gov. 
Dolph 
b risco e’s 
budget 
contains 
no such 
provision, and would rely on 
a 
surplus of about 
$650 
million to pay the cost of a 
new 
system 
of 
school 
finance. 
Hobby said the LBB's $12.5 
billion budget resulted from 
a new system of requiring 
state agencies to justify all 
their expenditures, and of 
evaluating existing state 
program s before funding 
them again. 
“ It’s a fair goal to ask the 
two legislative committees 
not to go above,” he said. “ If 
they go above it in some 
areas, there are other areas 
in which it can be cut.” 
The 
big 
unansw ered 
question in budgeting for the 
next two years is school 
finance, 
the 
lieutenant 
governor said. 
“ I haven’t seen any plan 
on school finance that 
I 
thought w a s a particularly 
responsible plan within the 
spending lim its,” he said.

Widows, widowers and 
heads of households can take 
advantage of special income 
tax rules, says Commerce 
Clearing House, national 
reporting authority on tax 
and business law.

The Texas Rangers have 
raised 1975 ticket prices 50 
cents for box and reserved 
seats and for children’s 
general admission, but will 
hold the line on adult general 
admission and season ticket 
prices, it has been an­ 
nounced 
by 
General 
Manager Dan O’Brian. 
Purchasers 
of 
season 
tickets will continue to be 
permitted to buy 1975 season 
tickets at the 1974 price level 
until March 21, when the 
season ticket sale will ter­ 
minate. 
“ We regret the necessity 
of becoming the seventh 
American League team to 
raise prices,” O’Brian said, 
“ But all of our operating 
expenses have risen at a rate 
that leaves us no alternative. 
In this day and time, I feel 
confident that a 50 cent in­ 
crease over a four year 
period can be readily un­ 
derstood by everyone. 
Field and loge boxes will 
be raised from $4.50 to $5.00. 
Club and plaza boxes will 
increase from $4.00 to $4.50, 
and reserved seats also will 
increase 50 cents to $4.00 
Children 13 and under will be 
admitted for $1.50, up 50 
cents, but adult general 
admission 
tickets 
will 
remain at $2.00. 
“ Most fans realize that we 
are at a disadvantage in that 
our seating capacity is one of 
the smallest in the major 
leagues,” said O’Brian, 
“ and that more than half of 
our seats are in the general 
admission 
category. 
In 
contrast, Fenway Park in 
Boston 
has 
a 
seating 
capacity of 33,379, but 25,907 
of those seats are boxes or 
reserved. Some 18,680 seats 
of our 35,698 capacity are in 
general admission sections. 
“ Children 13 and under are 
some of our most avid fans 
and are certainly our fans of 
the 
future,” 
continued 
O’Brien. “ We are acutely 
aware of this and are 
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working very closely with a 
major local 
sponsor 
to 
develop a program which 
will enable youngsters 13 
and under to see at least a 
half dozen games at a 
greatly reduced price.” 
“ Quite naturally, 
we’re 
not going back to purchasers 
of season tickets and ask 
them 
for 
more 
money,” 
O’Brien, said “ So until our 
season ticket sale ends, we 
will 
be 
presenting 
a 
tremendous bargain. By 
purchasing season tickets, a 
buyer will save $40 for each 
seat.”

Plano is a city of tennis players and swimmers and both 
groups suffer a common problem, lack of facilities. 
On any afternoon or weekend when the temperature 
surpasses the OO degree mark, local tennis courts bustle w ith 
would be Jim m y Conners and Chris Everts. However, little 
room is left for John and Jane Doe who use tennis for 
physical conditioning and recreation. 
During the spring, summer and autumn months the Plano 
Community Natatorium is packed beyond its 160 person 
capacity as would be Mark Spites crowd out John and Jane

If John and Jan**. Doe want to swim or play tennis in I lano, 
they areforced to join a private pool corporation and lay out 
a bundle of money to a tennis club. 
However, if Plano voters approve a $2,280,000 bond 
program for construction of non-team athletic centers, John 
and Jane Doe can stay right in Plano and get their fill of 
tennis and swimming. 
If Proposition Number 9 of the City of Plano fxmd election 
gets voter approval March I, funds would be used to con­ 
struct one indoor 25 meter pool, one outdoor 50 meter pool, 
and one 16-court professional tennis center.

Recreation Department show a huge demand and current 
heavy use of existing facilities for tennis and swimming A 
citizens advisary group of prominant persons has studied the 
needs of the Parks and Recreation Department through 1980 
and recommended the construction of the tennis and 
swimming facilities, 
Plano currently has a natatorium on the eastsidc of town 
and is used jointly by the City of Plano and Plano In­ 
dependent School District. The current facility is used by 
physical education classes, HHS swim team for meets and 
practices. City of Plano Swimmers (C O PS), learn-to-swim. 
and other aquatic activities. 
The two proposed West Plano pools would alleviate flit* 
problem of lack of swimming facilities. The proposed West 
Plano natatorium would be used jointly by the city and 
schools and for public swimming. The proposed outdoor pool 
would be used by the city for instructional classes and also 


public swimming. 
Cost projection of the W e s ts id e natatorium it built im­ 
mediately would be $539,485. However, waiting till 1976 the 
pool would cost a projected $620,407 and in 1977 $713,468.

Our onions are the sweetest in the country. You can eat

like an apple." reports a fan of South Texas spr.ng 
onions which will be on their way to market soon 
Though apple lovers might disagree with the comparison. 
Texas onions do have a reputation for sweetness. I his year s 
crop is expected to be high in quality, according to 
Agriculture Commissioner John C. White. 
White added that it is too early to determine onion ton­ 
nage. but it is expected to be down slightly from last year 
when 14 900 acres were harvested. 
The South Texas onion season is relatively short, starting 
around mid-March and running through mid-June. During 
that time most of the onions sold in the country are grown in 
Texas 
It is an in-between period. Storage onions sold 
through the winter are usually depleted and fresh onions 
from other parts of the country have not harvested yet.

If the stains are oily you might try scrubbing with a stiff 
brush and four ounces trisodium phosphate in a gallon of 
tat water. Rinse off well. Old stain could have the 
“ sodium phosphate sprinkled on and then be moistened 
with a little water Le. stand for half an hour aud then 
scrub and rinse as first suggested. - POLLY.

"our gallons of water for two hours. Remove paper and wrap 
around a broomstick Squeeze out excess moisture Lean logs on 
a slight angle against something to allow air to circulate Let dry 
thoroughly for two to three weeks When ready to use stack logs 
on kindling wood placed at the bottom to start the fire and they 
will burn about 45 minutes. — MRS K H 
DEAR POLLY — We find paper logs easy to make and do not 
think they need soaking but the readers should be warned to 
never never use lighter fluid, gasoline, etc., to start the fire or an 
explosion or out-of-control fire may result. After paper has been 
roUed remove the stick it was rolled on and tie thin wire around 
each end After the fire has burned down and the ashes are cool 
remove the wire and reuse it. 
We live bv the ocean and burn a lot of dry driftwood and used to 
wonder why it made such a crackling fire with pretty colors. We 
found it was the salt content We now sprinkle table sail on the 
paper as we roll it to get that same effect - SALLIE.

Picnics and outdoor parties 
have long been American past­ 
u re s during the spring, sum­ 
mer, and early autumn months. 
Nowadays, an integral part of 
these activities for many Artier - 
cians is the usage of outdoor 
cooking equipment. Your use 


of this equipment should be 
tempered by a knowledge o 
the rules of s a f e t y . Under­ 
writers Laboratories Inc., an 
independent, not-for-profit or­ 
ganization testing for public 
safety, suggests that you keep 
the following safety tips in 


mind when using outdoor cook 
ing equipment. 
• More and more outdoor 
cooking appliances are being 
equipped with electrical acres 
series such as charcoal light­ 
ers or rotisserie units. There­ 
fore, electrical safety becomes 
an 
important 
consideration. 
Many Of these electrical acces­ 
sories contain 3-prong ground­ 
ing plugs to help protect the 
user 
against 
electric 
shock. 
However, if 3-wire plugs are 
not connected to 3-wire ground­ 
ed receptacles, the grounding 
protection is defeated. If only 
a 2-wire receptacle is available, 
be sure to use an adapter with 
the 3-wire grounded plug. This 
adapter will have 
a 
green 
grounding pigtail which should 
be fastened to the screw hold­ 
ing the receptacle face plate in 
place. Newer models may have 
a rigid metal "ear" in lieu of 
the pigtail. CAUTION! UL con­ 
tinues to stress that the recep­ 
tacle must be actually ground­ 
ed when using this adapter. A 


qualified electrician can deter­ 
mine this. Furthermore, you 
should never cut off the round 
grounding pin on a 3-prong 
grounding plug in hopes of fit­ 
ting it into a 2-wire receptacle. 
You will be removing a major 
safeguard 
against 
dangerous 
electric shock, s h o u l d some 
trouble develop within the con­ 
nected piece of electrical equip­ 
ment. 
• When using an extension 
cord, be sure the cord is de­ 
signed for outdoor use. Use a 
cord with a current rating that 
is at least as high as the cur­ 
rent rating of the accessory. 
• Never route extension cords 
through doors, gates, or other 
areas w h e r e the insulation 
could become pinched or dam­ 
aged. 
A 
damaged 
extension 
cord is a potential shock and 
fire hazard. 
• Another 
way 
to 
protect 
against electric shock is to 
look for the UL Listing Mark 
on outdoor cooking appliances. 


It means the design of the 
equipment has been tested and 
found in compliance with na­ 
tionally 
recognized 
s a f e t y 
standards. 
In addition to the above sug 
gestions on electrical safety, 
UL further recommends: 
• Never start a fire with gas­ 
oline, kerosene, or a similar 
flammable liquid. Handle elec 
trie charcoal lighters with care, 
and never store them in areas 
where they may be exposed to 
weather or dampness. 
• Never operate a barbeque 
unit indoors, or in an enclosed 
porch. The heat could cause 
certain surrounding wall and 
ceiling materials to i g n i t e , 
smoulder, or burn. In addition, 
burning charcoal produces dan­ 
gerous 
carbon 
m o n o x i d e 
fumes. 
• Make sure that the unit is 
well supported. In certain lo­ 
cations (such as wooden porch­ 
es. decks, or similar areas! 
the unit should be tied down. 


An unstable unit could easily 
be tipped over, especially by 
children. Also, avoid rough- 
housing around the unit. 
• Follow the directions when 
using lighter fluid, and allow 
the liquid to soak into the 
charcoal before lighting to re 
duce the hazard of flash flame. 
In lighting the flame, it is ad 
visable 
to 
us- 
long-handled 
matches, so that you may eas 
ily remain out of the reach of 
the flames.

Steps toward the con­ 
ferring of expertise in that 
unusual field are being taken 
in a pilot project at the South 
Hadley, Mass., school for 
women. 
The first step was getting 
money to fund the project 
aimed at turning out super 
organization 
women—to 
take their places in fields 
long dominated by males. 
They 
money 
cam e 
in 
grants— 
more 
than 
$250,000—from the Carnegie 
Corp., the Andrew W. Mellon 
Foundation 
and the 
IBM 
Corp. 
The 
program, 
to 
be 
launched in the fall, is the 
result of a faculty proposal 
to add a course of study to 
the curriculum that would 
“ introduce students to ad­ 
m inistrative processes in 
complex organizations, both 
profit and non-profit, public 
and private.” 
The reason: “ To acquaint 
them with tools common to 
s u ch 
o r g a n iz a t io n s , 
especially financial 
tools; 


and to give them some un­ 
derstanding of the problem 
of organization, of the ways 
in 
which 
decisions 
are 
arrived at and administered, 
and the ramifications of such 
decisions.” 
T h e 
‘ ‘ c o m p l e x 
organization” 
project 
will 
not involve handson training 
in 
management 
skills. 
Rather, it will give the young 
women a chance to examine, 
through courses and in­ 
ternships, the way such 
organizations function.

(AUTHOR’S NOTE: With the recent observance of 
Brotherhood Week, this column will attem pt to respond to 
the questions received concerning. “ What is brotherhood?” ) 
DEAR READER: In the closest personal relationship 
between two or more human beings, there is no prerequisite 
that there should always be agreement between them in 
order for the relationship to continue. An often misun- 
dcrstood concept, the idea of brotherhood has been in­ 
terpreted in this way. 
It is assumed that intimacy and straightforwardness 
cannot be achieved unless the parties involved are of like 
mind and direction. Nothing could be more distant from the 
t r u t h as we know it True friendship and brotherhood are 
built on the foundations of understanding and all that such 
understanding implies. 
Agreement or disagreement, convergence or divergence, 
pro or con. the key to relationships of lasting value is the 
degree to which W e are willing to understand, and the degree 
to which we feel understood. Changing our ways, imitating 
those who are different, adopting cultural or ethnic ex 
pressions, or other displays of tokenism, often lend them­ 
selves to the destructiwi of potentially good relationships 
rather than to their formulation 
Realistically, it is not possible to either please or to like all 
with whom we come into contact. Dislike is a “normal 
human emotion regardless of what we may be taught at 
earlier times in our lives. A truthful appraisal of our per­ 
sonal feelings and prejudices, and a recognition of them for 
what they truly are. can Im? invaluable as we enter into in­ 
teractions with others. 
To deny who we really are, and what we truly feel, is often 
Quite inhibiting to the development of and involvement in 
lasting and meaningful relationships with others. Un­ 
derstanding is a good “gap-bridger," and can help to 
maintain personal committment and involvement even in 
the midst of conflict He who understands and is understood 
can remain in a relationship even when he is challenged 
because he can sense the caring that usually em irates from 
such understanding. 
The concept of “ Brotherhood" is a valuable one, and can 
serve a great purpose in our community if only we zero-in on 
its real meaning and most effective applications. To really 
understand requires more time and energy than does merely 
agreeing or making token gestures. The long range effect of 
thisoxtra time spent, may be much more than we had ever 
dreamed possible.

Class Studies Violence

Cassandra Tyler s sixth 
grade class in St. Cloud, 
Minn., studied “violence on 
television.” 
The class didn’t have a 
psychologist, 
psychiatrist, 
or other expert to consult 
with, 
But what students had to 
say 
about 
violence 
on 
television will be of interest 
to experts who have studied 
the subject. 
Teacher Tyler’s class in 
Garfield School wrote about 
television and violence after 
discussing sam e—prompted 
by a report in Scholastic 
Newstime, a newsmagazine 
for fifth and sixth graders. 
Todd, one of the boys, 
broke down violence into 
“real news" and “pretend 
stuff." 
On the former, he said: 
“ T here 
should 
be 
less 
violence on TV. On news 
they 
should 
not 
show 
violence because people get 
sick and some people hang 
themselves. When I see vio­ 
lence on TV I get night­ 
m ares." 
On the “pretend" violence, 
he said: “ It is OK to show 
pretend stuff on TV because 
some kids don’t watch it.” 
Gary D. wrote: “ I think 
violence should not be on TV 
but could be told on TV to a 
certain extent. For instance, 
you could show destruction 
of property but not killing or 


stabbing." 
A sixth grade girl’s plan: 
“ I think you should cut down 
on all of the violence shows 
later in the night when kids 
are in bed and have family 
shows around 6:30 to 8:30 
and violence later.” 
“ I think they should have a 
lot 
less 
violence 
on 
telev isio n ,’’ 
com m ented 
another girl. 
“ It can be harmful to a lot 
of people. For example, fake 
violence on television. It is 
very dangerous to people 
because they can get con­ 
vinced and get ideas from it 
“ It 
can 
hurt 
and 
kill 
people. But it will also haunt 
them. I think they should 
just have real violence on 
the news and that’s all. 
Violence is a case of life and 
death.” 
And what is meant by 
violence? A girl nam ed 
Annette answered: 
“ My idea of violence is 
people getting shot every 
minute. Bombs dropping all 
the time. People dying every 
minute, lf that’s what people 
want I feel sorry for them 
“ I wish all the television 
shows would cut down on 
violence. Some shows have 
so much it makes me sick.” 
Sandy said violence “can 
be considered as anything 
such 
as crim e, 
killing, 
shooting, murder, rape and 
so on. 
“ It 
is something some 
people are vague about, but I 
feel strongly against it. I feel 


movie producers should stop 
producing so many pretend 
m ovies with violence in 
them. 
“When people see these 
movies they will get more 
ideas as to how to commit 
crime. 
“ In the first three months 
of 1974 crime rate went up 15 
per cent. Don’t you think 
part of this is from gory 
m ovies overflow ing with 
violence. 
News producers 
should also cut down on 
violence on their programs. 
“People that see these 
programs are going to view 
violence as an 
everyday 
thing and not get involved 
when they see som eone 
commit this terrible crim e.” 
Violence is especially bad 
on television if a person has 
a sick mind, according to 
sixth grader Tom. 
“There shouldn’t be so 
much violence because some 
people 
are 
psycho-split 
personality. When they see 
something violent they do 
the sam e,” he wrote. 
“Otherwise, they are like 
other people. Violence is 
shooting or killing in any 
way except natural death in 
my opinion.” 
Julie, also a sixth grader, 
said: “ If kids watch violent 


television shows they might 
grow up doing crimes. 
T eacher 
Tyler 
com ­ 
mented: “ Everyone of my 
students watches at least one 
hour per evening and I feel 
we have to help them watch 
critically and evaluate what 
they see, and to react 
creatively to what they are 
absorbing. 
“To many of my students, 
TV is a brother or sister or 
best friend. Let’s hope it can 
be healthy and have a good 
effect on them ."

Garden Can Save $350 to $400 


C LEM EN S, N C. (U P I) - 
A 20 by 40-foot garden 
planted 
under 
optimum 
conditions can save a family 
an estimated $350 to $400 a 


year. 
It isn’t a bit too early to 
plan your garden and order 
seeds to be sure of getting 
the varieties and types of 
fruits and vegetables^ your^ 


family prefers, says Cecil 
Brake. Brake is an executive 
of the tractor division of 
Clarke-Gravely Corp., Mus­ 
kegon, Mich., and a home 
gardener. 
A garden plan should be 
determined not just 
by 
family likes and dislikes but 
also by availability of space, 
soil and sun conditions and 


the amount of time you want 
to spend working on it, he 
said. 
Vegetables 
need 
a 
minimum of six hours sun 
per day, in a well-drained, 
open area away from shade- 
producing 
trees 
and 
buildings. If you must plant 
near a shaded area, try to 
lay the garden out so plants 


will have a southern ex­ 
posure, Brake said. 
He suggested 
tomatoes, 
beans, cucumbers, lettuce 
and com because they are 
perennial favorites that are 
hardy, produce excellent 
crops and are liked by most 
people. 
Tomatoes, 
among 
other vegetables, can 
be 
started 
from 
seedlings 


rather than seeds. Nursery- 
bought plants usually yield 
quicker 
crops, 
although 
costs are higher, he said. 
Brake said the best and 
easiest time to work the soil 
is in the spring after it has 
dried out a bit. Soil that is 
plowed or tilled when it is too 
wet will form lumps or clods 
that are hard to break up 


later. 
Small areas can be spaded 
with a garden fork, which 
gives an excellent seedbed. 
But 
handspading is 
time 
consuming and hard work. If 
you don’t own a tiller or a 
garden tractor with a rotary 
plow or tiller attachment, 
rental ones can be obtained 
from most garden supply 


shops or rental yards, Brake 
said. 
Before plowing or tilling, 
he 
suggested 
spreading 
compost or a good 5-10-10 
fertilizer evenly over the 
area to be prepared, so the 
nutrients w ill be mixed 
evenly through the soil. 
If rainfall doesn’t supply 
at least one inch of moisture 


per 
week, 
supplemental 
watering will be needed, he 
said. 
Weeds 
should 
be 
controlled 
by 
frequent 


hoeing or cultivating with a 
power tool, especially during 
the first 30 to 45 days a fter 


planting, or they also can be 
reduced by mulchim

gazing out her window when 
she spotted a ghost. Then she 
did what comes naturally. 
She painted it. 
“ It was a woman. She had 
a solemn face, maybe even 
sad,” Miss Giorgi said. “She 
was there only an instant. I 
immediately pulled out my 
oils and brushes and painted 
her from 
memory. Four 
times.” 
The result is an attractive 
brunette with red lips and 
almond-shaped eyes and a 
flowing white robe. 
But did Miss Giorgi really 
see a ghost? 
“I don’t know what I saw. I 
was in deep thought and 
have a strong imagination,” 
she said. “Perhaps it was an 
illusion.” 
But she couldn’t forget 
about the apparition and she 
kept painting away in her 
Spring Street studio. Then 
she learned about the Spring 
Street ghost. 
“Apparently, a girl was 
murdered in 1799 and thrown 
into a well right across the 
street. For the past 175 years 
people have heard eerie 
noises and seen strange 
lights in the area. They say a 
house on the next block is 
haunted.” 
The victim -21-year-old 
Gulielma Elmore Sands — 
was an attractive brunette. 
“Perhaps the violent way 
she died left some form of 
energy in the air and I 
picked it 
up,” said the 
Sicilian-born artist, who has 
shown her work in dozens of 
galleries in the United States 
and abroad. “But I don’t 
really care. I just try to paint 
honestly and let my instincts 
guide me.” 
One local historian thinks 
the artist’s instincts are in 
good working order.
